was alſo conſidered by the Committee, that the re- admiſſion of 
tte abettors of ſuch a ſyſtem into power, was a moſt formidable 
' . obſtacle ta the neceſſary renovation, of the conſtitution. But ex- 
2 horting the people of Britain not to deſpair of the public weal, nor 
from an indiſcriminate diſtruſt of publie men to fink into abject 
ſupineneſs, and a neglect of thoſe legal means of defence by which 
the Conſtitution may yet be preſerved, they called on every 
friend to the peace and freedom of the nation by vigorous and 
lawful efforts to ſupport the Reformation of Parliament, and, con- 
fiding in the public ſpirit and unabated zeal. of the Freeholders

But che Committee own and lament that the refpeQgble Sena- 


tors who ſupported your queſtion on the 7th of May, are not con- 
nected by any bond of political union, and that for near two 
years there has been a fluctuation of power, and a diftracted ſtate 
of our national counſels, peculiarly unfortunate to the Empire in 


its preſent weak and exhauſted condition ; but, miſchievous as 


theſe diſſentions may be in many regards, they may produce bene- 
ficial effects reſpecting the great bufinefs of Parliamentary Re- 
form, which may more than counter balance thoſe evil conſequen- 
ces : for à little conſiderations may ſerve to evince to unprejudiced” 


men, that where ſuch diſtraction of counſels ſubſiſts there muſt 


be ſomething diſordered, ſomething eſſentially wrong in the pre- 
ſent ſtate of the conſtitution. Under a preceding Adminiftration 
ſtability had indeed been obtained for many years; but it was ob- 


tained by odious and deteſtable means, and prolonged to the diſ- 
grace and ruin of the Empire. Since that period there may have 
been wiſdom, there may have been integrity, but there has been

no permanence in the Cabinet. To give ſtability to Government 
on principles worthy of honeſt men, either to govern or to be go
